Interviewing can be a nerve-wrack- 
ing experience, but now some compa- 
nies.are beginning to stray from the 
traditional one-on-one interview’ by 
using alternative techniques that may 
add even more pressure to the situa- 
tion. 

Some of these techniques include 
joint interviews at fancy dinner meet- 
ings or having applicants come up with 
commercials for a product on the spot. 

“Tt’s different,” said Carol Brown- 
Elston, a Career Development Cen- 
ter counselor. “Some people are-very 
good at interviewing, so [hiring com- 
panies] want to take it to another step. 
Some of the tests are quite bizarre. I 
don’t know if it’s catching on, but it 
hasn’t caught on just yet.” 

With so many applicants, Brown- 
Elston said companies need to find 


more ways to really screen the appli-’ 


cants, and that this is just another way 
to do so. 


“T’ve never had aie that in- 


tense, but I remember my interview for 
a position at Forever 21,” said Jessica 
Kim, a sophomore nursing major. “I 
overdressed and felt really awkward, 
so I was really uncomfortable. It also 
didn’t help that there was a sticker 
stuck to my skirt, and I didn’t even:re- 
alize it until I was home.” 

Kim is not alone. Brown-Elston said 
that wardrobe malfunctions or dress- 
ing up for the wrong occasion is the 
most common mistake in interviews, 
but it is always better to overdress than 
underdress. 

“You don’t want to dress like you’re 
going to the club,” Brown-Elston said. 

Other common mistakes are chew- 
ing gum during the interview, provid- 


ing generic answers, and. not asking ~

Cal State Long Beach will hold 
three public hearings regarding pro- 
posed changes to admissions guide- 
lines, including major-specific criteria 
and admittance of local students, that 
would go into effect for the 2013-14 
academic year. 

The first hearing is Friday at Or- 
ange Coast College in Costa Mesa. 
The second hearing, will be held on the 
CSULB campus on Wednesday and 
the third hearing will be at Long Beach 
City College on March 7. 

“[The] hearings are being held to let 
the public know our plans and to so- 
licit their comments into our planning 
process,” David Dowell, CSULB vice 
provost for planning and budget and 
director of strategic planning, said via 
e-mail. 

One of the proposed changes in- 


"volves phasing in major-specific ad- 


missions criteria in hopes of benefiting 
both high and low demand depart- 
ments. It would mean that departments 
set their own standards for admission, 
such as a minimum GPA or additional 
preparatory coursework. 

Another proposed change could af- 
fect students applying to CSULB from 
local high schools and community col- 
leges. : 

Currently, all students graduating 


~ from high schools in the Long Beach 


Unified School District will be accept- 
ed to CSULB if they meet the mini- 
mum admissions criteria as part of the 
Long Beach College Promise. 

CSULB also has partnerships with 
Long Beach City College and three Or- 
ange County colleges — Orange Coast

Herbert Carter, chairman of the Cal 
State University Board of Trustees, 
was appointed to the BOT by Gov. Jer- 
ry Brown but is still waiting on confir- 
mation by the California Senate. 
According to CSU spokesman Erik 


Fallis, Carter has served on the BOT 
for two terms from 2004 to 2011 and 
has been involved with the CSU since 
the 1970s. 

“He has been an amazing advocate 
for the CSU,” Fallis said. 

Miles Nevin, executive director of 


the California State Student Associa-— 


tion, has worked with Carter through 
the CSSA. 
“In my experience, he has been sup- 


-portive of students,” Nevin said. 


Carter was on the board that voted 
in July 2011 to allow San Diego State 
University President Elliot Hirshman’s 
salary to be raised to $400,000 while 


approving a 12 percent tuition increase 


in the same meeting. 
However, according to Fallis, the 
president was already working at 


SDSU when the new salary was de- . 


cided upon and $50,000 of the raise in 
salary came from private sources. 
Fallis said the $100,000 increase 
from the previous SDSU: president’s

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Independent voters 
important in elections 


CSULB students, 
professor speak about 
independents.

Republican or Democrat? 

It may seem like these are the only vi- 
able political parties to choose from in 
the U.S., but voters are increasingly vot- 
ing independent of them and seeing their 
role in presidential elections expand. 

“These are the people who decide 
elections,’ said Barry Steiner, a Cal 
State Long Beach political science pro- 
fessor. “They make politics exciting.” 

It is these voters who are actively 
courted as election campaigns draw to 
a close, with politicians spending a lot 
of money on advertising to persuade 
them, Steiner said. 

“It keeps candidates on their toes, 
and that’s a good thing,” he said. “They 
shouldn’t take the electorate for granted.” 

These nonpartisan. voters who pres- 
sure politicians choose to forgo joining 
the major parties for a variety of reasons. 
For instance, some people do not feel 
like they can relate to the major parties. 

“T find myself relating more to ac- 
tual candidates than ... political parties 
because there are some things on both 
sides that ... deter me from voting for a 
certain party or affiliating myself with 
a.certain party,” said Kanayo Ucheme- 
funa, an independent voter and a sopho- 
more joutnalism major. 

Moreover, nonpartisan voters, like 


many Americans, increasingly distrust 
politicians. 

“They just ... say what people want 
to hear wherever they go instead of re- 
maining solid,” said Daniel Goldsbary, 
an independent voter and sophomore 
journalism major. 

These voters do not feel connected to 
the two major parties, and are often jad- 
ed and disaffected, Steiner said. With 
politics in Washington often dead- 
locked and increasingly hyper-partisan, 
independent voters want something 
new, he continued. 

But the alienation among the non- 
partisan electorate will be difficult for 
politicians to deal with, especially since 
their distrust of the government and 
politics in general runs deep. 

Honesty is only one issue to indepen- 
dent voters. For some independent voters, 
like Uchemefuna and Goldsbary, issues 
like funding for higher education and 
spending are important, much as they are 
to Republican and Democratic voters. 

In order to appeal to these nonpar- 


tisan voters, presidential candidates — 


will not only have to discuss issues 
like those mentioned, but they will also 
have to employ the correct strategy in 
luring these voters. However, the strate- 
gies vary, Steiner said. 

“A candidate, especially in the pri- 
maries ... will appeal to his base, but 
when it comes to the run-off ... you have 
no choice. but to appeal to the center, 


- to these swing voters, to the indepen- 


dents,” Steiner said. _ 

However, there is a way in which 
candidates can negate the effects” that 
independent voters have on the political 
systems by discouraging their vote with 
dirty advertising, Steiner said.

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questions near the end of an interview, 
according to a CareerBuilder survey. 
Answering a cellphone or sending a 
text message also made the list, but 
Brown-Elston said it occurs on occa- 
sion. 

Junior engineering major Alex Fer- 
nandez’s phone went off once during a 
group interview. 

“Tt’s really the worst feeling ever, es- 
pecially when your eyes meet the inter- 
viewer and everyone’s staring at you,” 
Fernandez said. “My hands started to 
sweat, and I almost felt sick. I never 
brought my phone with me again after 
that.” 

Brown-Elston said sometimes stu- 
dents are concerned that the responses 
are too long, so they’shorten them to 
the point where they are not giving 
enough information about themselves. 

“It’s having that medium where 
you’re brief but concise about your 
qualifications,” Brown-Elston said. 

Freshman biology major Kevin 
Nguyen had an undesirable experience 
during an interview for a seasonal job 
at Disneyland. 

' “T was so nervous since it was my 
first interview, and I just blurted out 
whatever came on my mind,” He said. 
“T totally screwed it up, and I blabbered 
on a lot. It was really one of my worst 
days.” 

Brown-Elston said interviewing 
is a skill that can only be developed 
through practice. However, she also 
said that it is not a good idea to prac- 
tice to the point where responses seem 
generic.

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Israeli historian faces criticism 


A Zionist group sent 
a letter to Chancellor 
Reed asking to rescind 


support for the lecture.

The Cal State University met re- 
sistance for a lecture series. from Ilan 
Pappé, Israeli historian and professor 
at the University of Exeter, who vis- 
ited Cal State Northridge and Cal Poly 
San Luis Obispo recently. 

His lecture, entitled “The False Par- 
adigm of Parity and Partition: Revis- 
iting 1967,” talks about Israeli policy 
before and after the Six-Day War in 
June 1967 and why Pappé believes 
there is still unrest in Israel and Pal- 
estine. 

Pappé is known for his belief that 
Zionism’ is more dangerous to the 
safety of the Middle East than to Is- 
lam, which has sparked controversy 
with Zionist groups who believe that 
the CSU system should not be spon- 
soring his lectures due to their nature. 

The AMCHA Initiative, a Zionist 
group that aims to protect Jewish stu- 
dents, sent a letter to CSU Chancellor 
Charles B. Reed and the presidents of 
the three universities participating in 
the series on Feb. 13, asking that any 
sort of support for Pappé’s lectures be 
rescinded. 

“The university’s sponsorship of 
these politically motivated and direct-

ed events are in clear violation of the 
will and intention of the CSU Trust- 
ees, who formally resolved that out- 
side speakers brought to the campus 
will contribute to educational values 
and not be brought in for propagandiz- 
ing purposes,” the letter stated. 

Tammi Benjamin, co-founder of the 
AMCHA Initiative, said that promot- 
ing Pappé’s appearance is an, “abuse 
of CSU resources and name.” 

Benjamin also noted that Pappé’s 
talks are being organized and promot- 
ed on three CSU campuses by a dean 
and two professors with long histories 
of anti-Israel activism themselves. 

“In organizing the talks by Ilan 
Pappé on their campuses, these three 
CSU employees are clearly using their 
university positions and taxpayer- 
supported university resources to 


promote their own personal political 
assault against the Jewish state,” she 
said. 

The presidents of all three schools 
wrote a response letter, stating, “Our 
universities do not endorse any partic- 
ular position, but emphatically support 
the rights of people to express and hear 
all points of view. There is no danger 
to a free society in allowing opposing 
views to be heard. The danger, in- 
stead, is in censoring them.” 

The presidents said they stand be- 
hind their choice to allow Pappé to 


speak, stating that this issue is one - 


of free speech and that Pappé has as 
much of a right to speak as anyone 
else. 

Pappé spoke at SLO Wednesday 
and CSUN Monday. His lecture series 
ends today at Fresno State.

According to Fallis, Carter only 
needs a couple more votes from the Sen- 
ate to be confirmed under a two-thirds 
majority. 
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On Wednesday, November 16th a 
student protest took place outside the 
Chancellor’s office against the Board 
of Trustee’s decision to increase tuition 
by 9 
percent. 
After the 
trustees 
removed the students from the meet- 
ing and continued their discussion 
behind closed doors, the protest turned 
violent. In the end, multiple students 
were pepper-sprayed, arrested and 
charged with various misdemeanors. 
One police officer was injured when a 
glass door was shattered. 

Now, Seth Newmeyer, one of the 
students involved in the protest is be- 
ing charged over $30,000 in misde- 
meanor vandalism charges for break- 
ing the door. This is after he was first 
charged with assault on an officer with 
a deadly weapon for the same incident, 
but the charges were dropped. 

Seth has released a two-page docu- 
ment describing the situation in detail 
and explaining that he did not break 
the door and is instead being used as 
a scapegoat by the police. He says that 
there is video evidence that he was 
at least 5-10 feet from the door at the 
time that it shattered, and therefore 
cannot be accused of such crimes. 

This is a difficult situation, because 
it was handled poorly on both ends. 
The protest only became violent when 
they were forced out of the meeting 
prematurely and not given the chance 
to speak their mind. However, the pro- 
test eventually turned into an angry, 
shouting mob, pushing and shoving at 
the police who eventually started using 
excessive force. 

As far as Seth’s situation goes, he is being used as a scapegoat, 
put there is a reason he was chosen. It was not completely random 
chance that he was arrested out of everyone else in the crowd. 

While there is video evidence that.he was not in direct con- 
tact with the door at the exact second it shattered, there is video 
evidence of him violently and furiously shaking the glass door back 
and forth seconds before it breaks. 

Only a few other students are standing in the area of the door 
and Seth is clearly the one who is trying the hardest to rip the door 
open. A few seconds before the door breaks to pieces, Seth steps 
away. 

This does not necessarily exonerate him from these accusa-

tions, because it seems that the glass had been separated due to the 
violent forcing of the door, and it merely took a second to fall and 


break. 


Not only was he the last person to have direct contact with the 
door before it shattered, he was also wearing a silly-looking panda 
hat during the protest, which made him immediately recognizable 
when the police started making arrests. Many of the students were 
able to fade into the crowd, but it is easy for police to track down 
the one guy in the crowd wearing a panda on his head. 

These charges are extreme, and are clearly meant to set an exam- 
ple to keep students from trying something like this in the future. 

Unfortunately, people like Seth made it easy for the police to 
find a scapegoat, and ignore the purpose of the protest. This will 


always be remembered as the time “crazy students” broke the glass 
door, instead of the time that school officials stopped students from 
speaking their minds. : 

In future protests, it is important that we remember that we are 
trying to make a difference and change things. 

Becoming an angry mob when things do not go our way makes it 
easy for them to ignore us because it changes the headline. ¢ 
Don’t wear panda hats and push and shove against the police. 
Act like the smart adults that you are and maybe someday they will 

have to listen. ;

New technology will make travelling much safer for drivers 


Imagine yourself driving in an unfamiliar area 
when suddenly you pass a hidden stop sign and 
run into another car causing a collision. 

Now, rewind to the moment right before you 
pass the stop sign and imagine your car sensing 
something and coming to a stop. New developing 
technology will soon make.this possible. 

Vehicle-to-vehicle communication, V2V, isa 
new technology that allows cars to communicate 
with each other in a certain area. 

If a car’s wheels begin to skid, it would send 
out an alert to other cars warning them about the 
slippery road. 

In addition to a driver’s own cautiousness, this 
innovative technology can use data to automati- 
cally take action such as braking, if a driver fails 
to pay attention to signals. 
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Major car companies have worked on this for 
years, and it continues to improve and evolve. 
The Department of Transportation’s National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration is ex- 
pected to rule next year on moving forward with 
more extensive research into the technology. 

According to NHTSA, V2V could potentially 
help drivers avoid or minimize : 

80 percent of crashes involving 
sober drivers. It can also react 
to street signals and signs let- 
ting cars automatically respond to things such red 
lights and school zones. 

The device shouldn’t pose a problem because 
they are about the size of an iPod, which most 
people already carry in their car. According to 
director of electronics and controls for General 
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Motors, Nady Boules, older cars can be easily 
modified with V2V devices. This will make it 
easier for everyone to enjoy the benefits of the 
new system and make our crowded lanes safer. 
According to Boules, V2V can even be incor- 


If more research is approved, this technology 
could alert cars and trucks when 
pedestrians cross the street. 

As game changing as this 
technology may seem it does pose 
some problems. When it comes to technology, 
there should always be limits. But, when it comes 
to V2V who should decide what the limits are? 
Would V2V alert police officers if someone was 
speeding or not wearing a seatbelt? It could even- . 
tually screw people over. Will a citizen’s privacy 
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be taken into account? 

The media also plays a big part in making this 
happen. If they report on an accident and mention 
the car involved did not come equipped with 
V2V, it would eventually make not having V2V . 
a taboo. 

Also, if hackers figure out how to get into your 
car and make it speed or brake at inconvenient 
times or learn how to blow up the vehicle it could 
potentially put lives at risk. : 

There is no way of knowing what turn of 
events this technology can take, but as with ev- 
erything taking no risk is the greatest risk. With’ 
something as beneficial as the V2V, it’s worth 
every shot.

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‘Quills’ 
explores 
censorship, 
Marquis 
de Sade 


The play focuses on 
the author’s impact 
on the 18th century.

With nudity, oppression and vio- 
lence, the harsh enforcement of censor- 
ship is shown through the treatment of 
author the Marquis de Sade in “Quills.” 
This California Repertory Company 
production is presented in partnership 
with the campus wide censorship initia- 
tive, The B-Word Project, and written 
by playwright Doug Wright. 

The B-Word Project has sponsored 
various department-wide events that 
deal with the topic of censorship. Like 
some of the other B-Word project 
events, this play explores the lengths 
some people will go to stifle unconven- 
tional artistic voices. 

Guest director Larissa Paige Koker- 
not leads a brave cast through the story 
of the Marquis de Sade’s detention in 
the Charenton insane asylum. Written 
in 1995, this play takes place in 18th 
century France, with the vernacular 
and clothing set in this time period. Al- 
though it is spoken in an old dialect, the 
conversations are easy to follow. The 
dialogue has audience members laugh- 
ing throughout the drama. The simple 
Rococo-styled and low yellowish light- 
ing that emulates candlelight set the

mood for this time piece. 

The plot focuses on the Marquis de 
Sade (Jerry Prell) whose erotic and vio- 
lent, yet also intriguing stories have got- 
ten him in trouble with authorities in the 
insane asylum for their taboo content. 
Robert Prior plays Abbé de Coulmier, a 
priest of the ward and who — under pres- 
sure from the doctor — promises to stop 
the slanderous writing that procures from 
the mind of the Marquis. 

The interactions between Prell and 
Prior are serious in context, but are hilari- 
ous in presentation. Each character is the 
antithesis of the other, which makes for a 
great drama. The Marquis argues that his 
work is based on the primal tendencies of 


humanity, while Coulmier fights for con- : 


ventional morality in the name of God. 
Their chemistry on stage is alive with the 
passion of the subject. 

The scenes between the two men are 
hilarious as the flamboyant Marquis 
torments the fragile priest with his re- 
lentless insinuations. Abbé works for 
censorship at any cost, while the Mar- 
quis goes to any means necessary to get 
his dramatic stories to the people. 

Prell’s portrayal of the unrestrained 


libertine entices the audience. He re- 
lentlessly teases all of the characters 
that he comes into contact with. Most of 
his interactions are between Coulmier 
and a young seamstress named Mad- 
eleine Leclerc (Anna Steers). She rep- 
resents the commoner and her complete 
fascination with the Marquis’s stories 
shows how its prohibited content was 
desirable to the common person. 

The erotic stories match the gran- 
diose character that Prell offers as the 
Marquis. His every motion embodies 
the movement of the teasing storyteller, 
and the way he toys with his castmates 
procures laughter from the audience. 
Even after he bares everything by 
stripping naked on-stage, Prell keeps 
the*same pugnacious demeanor of the 
crazed writer. 

In total contrast to the ostentatious 
Marquis, Prior’s portrayal of the deli- 
cate priest wins the audience’s sympa- 
thies with his subtle rendering of his 
subconscious battle. He is in battle be- 
tween the need to stop the writings and 


. to protect the morality of the people. 


As Renée Pélagie, the wife of the 
Marquis, Sarah Underwood Saviano 


steals the scenes with her dramatic and 


hysterical presentation of the distraught 
woman. Her theatrical flair for drama 
has the audience laughing every time 
she is on stage. 

The fundamental theme of censor- 
ship makes the audience question the 
presumed social convention that Coul- 
mier is fighting for throughout the play. 
Leclrec demonstrates the people’s de- 
sire for the erotic writings, yet Coul- 


-mier does unthinkable acts to stop the 


writings from occurring. 

Overall the play’s use of a simple 
Rococo-style of design matches with 
a dramatic flair in speech, and move- 
ment keeps the audience enthralled in 
the drama of the Marquis. Its comedic 
dialogue mixed with the violent and 
seductive stories capture the audience’s 
attention throughout the production. 

“Quills” runs Feb. 17 through March 
3; and March 6 through March 10 at 
8 p.m. Tickets are $15 for students 
and $20 for general admission. The 
play is being shown at Royal Theatre 
aboard the Queen Mary, located at 1126 
Queens Highway. For tickets and other 
information, visit calrep.org.

“We’re expected to win every game 
in league, it’s just another game for us, 
so we play hard and win.” 

Phelps added: “This [Big West 
regular season championship] doesn’t 
really mean anything, to be honest 
with you. We could lose the next three 
games, lose in the tournament and 
go to the NIT [National Invitational 
Tournament]. We’re just trying to play 
" every game to the best of our ability.” 

The ‘Niners were able to use a 
stellar defensive performance on their 
way to the 12-point victory, holding 
UCSB (15-9, 9-4 Big West) to just 
35.7 percent (20 of 56) shooting for the 
contest, and forcing 20 turnovers. 

Senior guard Casper Ware said the 
lockdown defense was a credit to the 
team’s focus. 


“We just had better focus,” he said. 
“We came out ready to play from the 
get-go, some of the other games we 
wait too long to start playing. Today we 
played from beginning to end.” 

Ware also said that LBSU head 
coach Dan Monson has been prodding 
his team all season long to come.out 
better prepared. 

“Coach has been preaching to us all 
year to be better prepared for games,” 
he said. “I think we are making strides 
in that way, and I give credit to the 
coaches for getting us ready.” 

LBSU scored 24 points off of the 20 
Gaucho turnovers, and also dominated 
in the paint, outscoring UCSB 40-30 in 
that category. 

Ware said that the ‘Niners made it a 
point to driye the ball into the teeth of 
the Gaucho’s zone defense. 

“Once you get past that first line

really keyed on, penetrating and making 
passes out for our other teammates.” 

Ware paced LBSU in the box score, 
dropping 16 points on 6 of 13 shooting, 
including 3 of 8 from 3-point range. _ 
Junior wing James Ennis finished with 
14 points on 4 of 8 shooting, including 
a couple of rim-rattling dunks. 

Phelps also had 14 points on the 
night, shooting 6 of 14 from the field. 
The senior forward also collected six 
rebounds and a team-high four assists. 
Senior forward Edis Dervisevic pitched 
in nine points on 4 of 7 shooting. 

Phelps attributed his bounce-back 
offensive performance to his teammates 
finding him in the right spots. 

“My teammates were looking for me 
[offensively] and I was open,” he said. 

LBSU took a 10-point lead into the 
break behind a solid defensive effort 
that held UCSB to just 33.3 percent (8 
of 24) shooting as a team. 

The 49ers used a 13-5 run over the 
final 4:42 to create the double-digit 
separation between them and the 
Gauchos. 

Ware lead the way, scoring 11 points 
on 4 of 8 shooting including 3 of 6 from 
3-point range. Dervisevic scored seven 
points on 3 of 5 shooting in the first half. 

The Beach shot 42.9 (12 of 28) 
percent from the field as a team in the 
first half including 50 percent (4 of 8) 
from behind the atc. ~ 

Johnson paced the Gauchos 
offensively, finishing with 20 points on 
8 of 16 shooting. Nunnally recorded 
the only double-double on the night, 
scoring 13 points on 4 of 13 shooting 
to go along with a game-high 12 
rebounds.
